845 U.S. killed, wounded, missing 
and captured. The Communist 
casualties were corrected to 
December 1, the U.S. figures to 
December 26. 

The latest report on casualties 
among Canadian troops lists 239 
dead, 913 wounded, 28 missing, 
85 injured and one prisoner of 
war, a total of 1,266 

Best estimate of total UN 
casualties comes from a Decem
